When the largest passenger lo- 
comotive in the British Empire 
emerged from Angus Shops under 
her own steam, close to eight 
thousand employees, most of 
whom had contributed something 
to her creation, stopped to cheer 
as, her throttle gently opened for 
the first time, she moved slowly 
forward.
